Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, 37-42 are drawn to a selection of one of plurality driving orders to 
drive heating elements in which none of the next heating elements is adjacent to 
the any of the immediately previously-driven heating elements, classified in class 
347, subclass 9. 

II. Claims 16-17, 25-26, 34-35 are drawn to dots layout in which ink droplets are 
distributed in the direction of carrying the recording medium from a lattice point 
at as the center, classified in class 347, subclass 41. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions in group I and group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case the different inventions is the distributing ink droplets on the recording medium and 
the driving order of heating elements. 

This application also contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: 

Specie I referring to FIG. 2: The invention is about selecting of one of plurality driving 
orders to drive heating elements in which none of the next heating elements is adjacent to the any 
of the immediately previously-driven heating elements. 
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Specie II referring to FIGs. 22, 24, 26: The invention is about dots layout in which ink 
droplets are distributed in the direction of carrying the recording medium from a lattice point at 
as the center. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 10, 19, 28 are generic.
